Circus Companies Thought 
‘Customary’ Quota of 
Passes Sufficient. 


Delegate Griffin of the lower house of the 
Municipal Assembly introduced a bill ut the 
meeting of the House of Delegates Friday 
night to raise the license for circus per- 
formances from Wo a week to $1500, Mr. 
Griffin, in introducing his bill, said that 
smaller cities than St. Louis were charging

greater license than is now collected from 
circus companies. 

Delegate Rott offered a resolution asking 
the street commissioner to tel] the House 
of Delegates‘ why circus parades should be 
permitted to walk through the streets of 
“anyhow.” 

The animus of the proposed ordinances 
is believed to lie in the fact that the ad- 
vance agent of the show was not liberal 
enough with his passes. 

James Jay Brady, press representative 
of the Ringling brothers, says “not gullty.”’ 
He is positive that every official entitled 
to a free ticket to the circus got one. The 
Ringling brothers, like other circus man- 
agers, dispense free tickets to the officials 
of every city and town in which they show 
with liberal hands. From the mayor down 
to the man who swabs out the cuspidors in 
the city calaboose, everyone is supposed 
to have tickets to the circus.

Ringling, one of the active

W. T. Rutherford Says That 
Was Paid for Passage of 
Street Railway Bill. 


HAS TOLD HIS STORY 
TO CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 


Passage of the Bill He Refers To Re- 
sulted in the Consolidation of All 
St. Louis Street Railways 
Except Suburban. 


“T understood that $100,000 was the price 
paid to pass the St. Louis street railway 
consolidation bill at the 1899 session of 
the legislature. 

“Large sums were distributed among the 
senators. One senator whom 1 know, 
who was opposed to the bill, was offered 
$1000 if he would dodge when the vote was 
taken.“ 

W. T. Rutherford, prosecuting attorney 
of Clark County, who was a member of 
the Senate clerical force at the 1899 session 
of the Missouri General Assembly, made 
the foregoing statement to Circuit Attor- 
ney Folk Saturday. 

In addition Mr. Rutherford supplied val- 
uable information as to the methods which 
brought about the defeat of franchise leg- 
islation four years ago. 

Mr. Clark says that the amendments 
which killed the franchise bill were drawn 
up by lobbyists who were stationed behind 
the president's rostrum, where they could 
not be seen from the Senate chamber. 

Pages kept coming in and out of this 
place, and as each amendment was pre- 
pared it was turned over to Senator Farris 
of Crawford County. 

I did not call at the Four Courts yes- 
terday, said Rutherford to the Post-Dis- 
pacth, “for the purpose of imparting any 
information as to legislative boodling. 

“IT had never seen Mr. Folk and was 
very anxious to meet him. 

“The boodle inquiry came up casually, 
and in response to questions I told the 
circuit attorney what little I knew. 

“Tl have always feared that es 
the legislature which we all know has en 
going on for years would eventually do 
harm to the Democratic party. 

“The fact stands out prominently, how- 
ever, that the Republicans have been 
equally guilty of corrupt pr ces. 

“In fact, it can be said that without the 
aid of the minority party bad legislation 
would not have been enacted or good legis- 
lation killed.“ 

Mr. Rutherford was asked what he 
theught of the revelation concerning Joe 
Tall. who also hails from Clark County. 

He said, if true, they were very damag- 
ing, and remarked that the pone of Clark 
County were astounded when they learned 
of Tall's appointment as private secretary 
to United States Senator illiam J. Stone 
and at first refused to credit the news. 

The story is going the rounds of the poli- 
tieilans that Senator Stone was forced to 
ive Tall the position. 
5. is said that Col. John H. Carroll, who 
has been one of Missouri's most conspicu- 
ous lobby chiefs, had interceded for the 
Clark County man and told Stone that he 
must recognize his ‘services. 

In view of Tall's public record, which 
Circuit Attorney Folk is now bringing to 
light, it is thought that possibly Stone 
may drop his private secretary or one 
who can present a “clean official bill. 

When this suggestion was made to a 
prominent politician Saturday he said: 

„Tall has got his ‘clinchers’ on Stone, 
and the ‘gum-shoe’ statesman positively 
cannot get rid of him, either now or at 
any other time. Joe Tall did too much 
work for Stone and Stone's friends. 

“Rut as everybody knows, John Carroll 
and Bil! Phelps never had a better friend 
in the House than Tall. 

“He was willing to hold back bills to 
oblige the lobbyists and he openly boasted 
of his cunning methods.“

The private stenographer 
of Butler made but one copy of the tran- 
script. The clerk retained this on file 
here, but had no copy to send to Jef- 
ferson City. The error went unnoticed 
until recently, when Attorney Folk dis- 
eovered that the Butler case was not on 
the docket for the May term of the Su- 
rome Court. He requested that the mat 
er be investigated in Columbia, and the 
error was reveuled today.

She was shown the boy's statement to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in Lawrence- 
ville to the effect that he left home in 
March of his own accord because he liked 
tramp life and that the tramp arrested with 
him in Lawrenceville is not the same he 
was with on his first trip. 

„J don’t believe he means what he says, 
said Mrs. Davies.

“Of course I don't believe this tramp ac- 
tually kidnaped him.

BOY TRAMP SHOWS 
GOOD BRINGING UP 


From a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, III., May 9.—Archie 
Davies, or “Kim Kid,” as he is known 
among the hobo fraternity, awaits with 
dread the coming of his mother, Mrs. Oli- 
ver L. Davies of Kansas City, who is 
speeding to this city to reclaim her son. 

The boy tramp confesses that it will be 
a trying ordeal to greet his mother, from 
whom he fied March 31. 

For the first time he feels contrition for 
the sorrow he has caused her by his way- 
wardness. 

He stated to the Post- Dispatch staff cor- 
respondent that during his wanderings he 
has not once thought seriously of home 
or kindred, so enamored has he been with 
the life of freedom and irresponsibility of 
a tramp. 

Twice has he left his home in Kansas 
City and wandered thousands of ‘miles 
with the pariahs of society. 

He denies that he was lured from home, 
although his relatives say a tramp known 
as Black Jack,.“ but whom the boy calls 
„Tom,“ enticed him away both times He 
says he left each time because he wanted 
to see the world. 

Love of adventure was the cause of his 
severance of home ties, and the fascination 
of the Hfe grew upon him. He says it is 
now so deeply ingrained that he doudts 
the nomadic instinct will ever be uprooted. 

The boy is handsome. He has a stalwart 
body and broad shoulders, which give him 
the appearance of one three years older. 

His eyes are brown and candid. His

forehead is high and broad. His hair is on the 


chestnut brown, silky and well kept. Des- 
pite his roving life, he believes in keeping 
clean. He has a wholesome, winning ap- 
pearance, which enlists the attention of 
strangers. . 
Easy to Get Along

It's so easy to get along without work- 


ing.“ he says. “People are kind to me in- 
variably. I have learned to approach them 


and can read their faces. Why should I 
work or stay home and continually ac- 
count to my parents for the way I spend 
my time? When I’m away Im my own 
boss. ; 

In his own way the boy is a shrewd 
philosopher. He has seen much of life 
and yet he is not vicious. His manner is 
natural and he has a joyous laugh. Only 
when requested to speak of his experi- 
ences in hobo camps does he allow the 
vernacular of the Ishmaelites to creep into 
his speech. Then he can quote it as flu- 
ently as a veteran. 

Sheriff Carr has taken a great fancy to 
the boy and gives him every privilege. 
He is a prisoner in the Lawrence County 
jail, but hundreds of persons have been 
allowed to call and see him, among them 
a number of women. 

To visitors the boy showed such good 
breeding that everyone wondered how the 
life of a tramp could attract him. 

The tramp, Frank Willmouth, who is 
charged with luring Archie from home, is 
24 years old, small of stature and reticent 
of speech. He denies kidnaping the boy. 
He says he met Archie in Springfield, III., 
and when the latter told him he had run 
away, he proposed that they “hit the road 
together. They have been chums since, 
share and share alike. . 

Wilmouth says he was born on the Iron 
Mountain road, 15 miles from St. Louis. 
His father and mother died when he was 
% He has been “hitting the pike” since. 
He has never worked longer than four 
months at a single time. He denies being a 
hook.“ or tramp thief. The Umit of his 
vagrancy, he claims, is mooching.“ or beg- 
ging. 

It's plenty easy and no bars in sight,“ 
is his code. 

There is nothing particularly attractive 
about him personally and his mentality 18 
not strong, yet he wiclds a strange influ- 
ence over the boy. 

Sheriff P. J. Carr is not assured that 
Willmouth is not “Black Jack,“ Archie's 
companion on the first expedition. 

He arrested the man and boy near the 
Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern yards 
Thursday evening. 

The lad had just come from a house 
where he had begged a supper for the two. 

The sheriff, who had a description of the 
missing boy and his companion, began to 
question them, and when their answers 
were conflicting locked th up for iden- 
tification. 

Willmouth was considerably disconcerted 
when told that Mrs. Davies was on her 
way to identify him as Black Jack.“ 

It's a mighty tight box I'm in,“ he said 
to one of the other prisoners. 

To the sheriff he stoutly maintained that 
he met Archie in Springfield and the boy 
tells the same story. Repeated “sweating’’ 
has failed to shake their statements.

Here is Archie Davis’ story, told in the 
Lawrenceville jail: 

“IT like tramping. It's a free and easy 
life. No one is your boss. You can do as 
you like, if you don’t break the laws. I 
have not done that, but I guess in a few 
more years I will become hardened like 
the rest. 

“I have found that truth is better than 
lying, even in ‘mooching.’ People get tired 
of hearing stalle that are false. It's an in- 
suit to a man with a good ‘nut’ on him to 
give him ‘stiffs’ that his grandmother 
wouldn't believe. That's not my ‘game.’ 

„How do I ‘work’ it? Easy. To get 

the ‘spon’ from a man is not hard, if you 
know how. I ‘size him up’ first. It isn’t 
often I miss my guess now. I talk to him 
and then ‘spring’ him for the ‘touch.’ 
While doing It I look him full in the eye, 
smile a little, do not act anxious, and 
nearly every time it works for a nickel 
or dime. 
“With women I put up the hard-luck tale 
about a sick sister and me broke, but it 
only ‘goes’ with women, and few of them. 
My best ‘graft’ is hypnotism. These lamps 
and an honest talk ‘turn the trick.’ 

“No. I never had cause to leave home. 

Father is a railroad man in Kansas City. 
He and mother were kind to me. I have 
a sister 16 years old and a baby brother. 
They loved me. 
“I Une books. When I ran away I was 
in the fifth grade at school. Six more years 
and I would have been through High 
School. No trouble with my parents caused 
mo to leave. I just wanted to get around. 
“One morning last August I left the 
house. The craving to run away was 
strong. I had no money, but I climbed on 
the bumpers of a meat train on the ‘Katy’ 
and rode to Erie, Kan. 

“There I met Black Jack, or Tom. and 
‘Preacher Bill.’ They were the first hoboes 
I had ever associated with. I was just 
thinking of going back home when I met 
them. They were camping near town. They 
liked my locks and I ate with them. Tom 
and I became chums. 

„Preacher Bill's’ home was in IlEnois. 
He was 50, and smart as lightning. He 
was a college man, and had been a preach- 
er. He'd go in some towns and preach on 
the streets to raise the ‘dough.’ In other 
towns he would lecture against God. He 
was a ‘case,’ sure enough.

worked our way to Westphalia, Richmond 
and Ottawa. Nights we slept in box cars, 
on straw stacks or any place where the 
wind didn’t strike us. We begged our 
meals at back doors of houses or hotels. 

“Whenever we got to a good place we 
would wash up. One of us would ‘mooch’ 
a wash boiler. Then we would go to a 
creek in an out-of-the-way place, start a 
fire and boil our clothes. After our clothes 
dried we started on the road again. 

“We got. into Topeka and spent a few 
days. Then we hit the ‘blind baggage’ in- 
to Salina. Bennington, Beloit, Downs, Os- 
borne and Stockton were on our route, 
and we had plenty to eat. 

“Kansas is the best state for the bum. 
IiMnois was once better, but the sheriffs 
and marshals have ‘torn up the graft.’ The 
rock piles are hated by hoboes. They ‘pass 
up’ towns where they will have to make 
‘little ones out of big ones.’ 

“Kamsas is getting spoiled for grafting. 
Still the people there are generally good for 
a ‘touch.’ 

We never stole. The worst we did was 
to ‘cop’ a ‘skin’ (steal a shirt) from a wash- 
line. This was only done when we had a 
good chance to make our ‘get-a-way.’ 

“At Stockton we met Ryan. He had a 
horse and buggy. He whittled beautiful 
fans and windmills out of pine sticks and 
raffied them off for $10 each. We went 
with him awhile and I belped at the graft. 
We did well. 

“At Great Bend I ran across the first 
lot of ‘hook’ tramps. They had good 
clothes and did sneak thieving. We didn't

THE TERMINAL REPORT. . 
The Nermina! report of the sommittee appointed by the Mer, 
chants’ Exchange, Business Men's League and World's Fair 
executive committee contains several wise recommendations de- 
signed to protect public interest, but the Post-Dispatch cannot 
give unqualified approval to the findings. 
It provides that: 
There shall be no increase of toll, rates or fares during the 
life ef the franchise without express consent of the Municipal! 
Assembly. 

Other roads seeking entrance to the city shall use on equal 
terms the railway and other terminal facilities owned by the 
Terminal Association. 

All vehicles shall have the privilege to enter the subway for 
express and baggage business on equal terms. i 

The city’s right to amend the ordinance and to regulate the 
use of the priwleges granted should be expressly reserved. 

These provisions are plainly in the public interest and should 
be incorporated in the ordinances. But they do not constitute 
all the protection needed. 

The Terminal Association should, as a condition precedent, be 
required to pay into the city treasury the $150,000 now in d'spute. 
The compensation required is not expressly fixed. It should 
be stated definitely in terms that cannot be misunderstood, and 
it should be ample. 

Eighteenth and Twentieth streets should be kept unimpaired 
for the public. If any encroachment is necessary to effect the 
subway improvements the space lost should be made up at the 
expehse of the Terminal Association. 

Finally, the levee should not be occupied even by the columns 
of an elevated structure. To put up columns would be to occupy 
the space very completely. The line should be kept off the 
levee entirely, even if the Terminal Association is compelled to 
buy property between First street and Commercial alley all the 
way from Eads bridge.to the point where the road is to turn 
west.

Methodist Board 2f Missions Will Deed 
All Its Holdings to Secretary 
W. R. Lambuth. 


Mexican laws which forbid any churcn 
corporation to hold real estate within the 
borders of the republic were discussed at 
the meeting of the Southern Methodist 
board of missions at St. John's Church 
Friday. Bishop Candler quoted the opinion 


of a lawver who said the — safeguard 
was to deed all the property to some one 
man and to have him make his will leaving 
the property to some other trustworthy’ 
American. Otherwise titles would be in 
danger, he said. 

Bishop Duncan said these laws had been 
in existence for 15 years, and he believed it 
was time to ask the United States govern- 
ment to give protection to church property 
in Mexico. 

Bishop Candler’s plan was adopted. Dr. 
W. R. Lambuth, secretary of the board of 
missions, will be deeded all the Methodist 
property in Mexico. The holdings are val- 


ued at $180,000. 
The board then decided to raise $500,000 


as a memorial of the Wesley bi-centennial. 
Of this. $350,000 will be spent in evangelis- 
tic work and the remainder used for build- 
ings in foreign lands. Sunday, June 2, 
will be Wesley memorial day.
